tantly let them fall back to join 
; their original outfit. 
They were 
gone for four days and only had 
a chance to eat three times. They 
‘all returned safely. 
Another time, when they were 
advancing across an open field, 
a shed landed in the center of 
Spurrier’s group of 10 men. They 
all fell to the ground seriously 
j wounded, with small arms fire 
singing over their heads 
from a 
j nearby forest. 
With both 
legs 
bleeding, Spurrier crawled on his 
stomach, put the five 
men 
who

foxholes, 
| crawled back , got 
medics, and 
¡then aided in getting the wounded 
.men to safety. Only then did he 
pei mil the doctors to give him 
medical attention. 
AH of Spurrier’s wounds are 
now healed and he is not dis­ 
abled.
